FOREWORD 


Each Annual of the San Francisco Art Association invariably offers some 
aspect or feature worthy of special comment. The Sixty-ninth Annual is 
no exception. This year it is the extraordinary number of sculptures, sixty- 
three of a total of one hundred and fifty-one works included. Though the 
sculptors certainly benefit by the present practice of being able under 
certain circumstances to submit by photograph, which relieves them to some 
extent of the handicap of shipping costs under which they have always 
suffered, this fact alone does not explain the large number of sculptures 
in the exhibition. The pieces themselves are evidence of a very active and 
vigorous movement in this field. The majority represents local artists, 


naturally. 


The Painting and Sculpture Annual has become in a very real sense a 
yearly review of what is new and judged most competent and character- 
istic in local achievement. Yet it is not entirely local, for the Northwest, 
the South, the Middle West, and New York are represented by small groups 
of artists. However, a variety of circumstances, above all, present high ship- 
ping costs, have unfortunately tended since the war to reduce entries from 


distant places. 


The Annual this year has a well defined character and is a very hand- 
some and striking exhibition. The sculpture represents varied points of 
view, extraordinary diversity of style and medium, and frequently an in- 
genuity of mechanical skills that gives much liveliness to the display. The 
paintings show on the whole possibly a more homogeneous tendency, the 
point of view that has prevailed increasingly in this region during recent 


years. Because they are exhibitions of an artists’ association selected by an 


artist-elected jury, normally of artists or others close to art development 
in the area, the San Francisco Art Association Annuals tend to be more 
sensitive to artist opinion and point of view than is customary in the large, 
annual or biennial exhibitions, juried or invited, of American art presented 
by many museums in this country. For that reason they have a certain in- 
terest and value of their own which this Museum greatly appreciates. They 
do not pretend to do what Art Association Annuals of years gone by so 
ambitiously set as their goal—to provide a survey of the best in all tenden- 
cies in American painting and sculpture of a given year. That function is 
now taken care of in other ways in San Francisco. The Annuals are artists’ 
exhibitions, conscientiously and carefully juried, to give a report on creative 
expression valued here. The difference is measured in the span of fifteen 
years—by comparing the very large and inclusive Fifty-fifth Annual, one 
of the Museum's reopening exhibitions, with the smaller selective Sixty-ninth 


on the walls at present. 


The Museum is happy to serve as exhibiting host. It invites the public to 
enjoy the exhibition, and through it to become familiar with the creative 


work in painting and sculpture of artists active here at the present time.
